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Item  17.  Establishment  of  the  Permanent  Conciliation  Commission 
between  Japan  anil  the  tether  lands. 

The  ratifications  of  the  Japrn-iletherlands  Treaty  of  Judicial 
Settlement,  Arbitration,  f.nd  Conciliation,  vhioh  had  been  signed  at 
The  Hague  on  19  April  Shova  C  (1933),  vere  exchanged  at  The  Hague  on 
the  12th  of  August  this  year.  According  to  Article  12  of  the  Treaty, 
a  Permanent  Conciliation  Commission,  co.ppcaod  of  2  mombers,  repreoenting 
each  of  the  signatory  powers,  and  3  othoi*  members  from  third  powers,  is 
to  be  established  aB  eoon  as  possible  after  the  Troaty  comes  into  force. 
In  pursuance  of  this,  the  Governments  of  the-  t*o  countries  consulted 
.  each  other  privately  in  regard  to  the  organization  of  the  Commission. 

Ths  formalities  were  carried  out  very  smoothly  and  formalities  for  the 
appointments  of  Baron  Xiichiro  HI3AKUMA  for  Japan  and  of  Beelaerts  van 
Blokland  (lletherlauds  Foreign  Minister  at  the  tine  of  the  conclusion  of 
the  Treaty  and  presently  Vice-President  of  the  Privy  Council)  for  the 
Netherlands,  have  been  completed.  Informal  acceptance  of  appointments 
have  boon  already  obtained  from  tho  candidates  for  third  power  mombers, 
namely,  Max  Hueber  (a  Swiss,  President  of  tho  International  Red  Cross 
Committee  and  ex-President  of  the  International  Court  of  Justice)  to  be 
Chairman  of  the  Commission,  P.aoul  Fernandez  (a  Brazilian,  ex-Ambassador 
to  Belgium),  and  Johann  Ludvig  Gorvlnlcol  (a  Norwegian,  ex-Prenier  and  ex- 
Foroign  Minister)  to  be  the  other  third  pov,er  mombers.  Accordingly,  tho 
organisation  of  the  Commission  is  expected  to  be  formally  completed  on 
October  1.  This  Commission  is  a  permanent  organization  charged  •  ith 
tho  duty  of  settling  by  conciliation  all  disputes  between  Japan  and 
the  Ketherlands  which  cannot  bo  settled  by  diplomatic  means.  This 
type  of  Commission  is  the  first  one  for  Japan.
